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"NEW STEPS" DANCE AT TEE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 
Wednesday, August 17, 7 pm 

Dancers from the Ohio Ballet and Cleveland Ballet will perform a moveable feast 
of dance, live music, and fine art in the. galleries of The Cleveland Museum of Art on 
Wednesday evening, August 17, at 7 pm. Their performance is part of the array of 
concerts, lectures, films, dining and other entertainment making up the Museum’s 1994 
Summer Wednesday Evening Festivals. 

The short, original works choreographed for this event by the dancers of New 
Steps blend the spirit and artistic legacy of diverse times and places with innovative 
movements in compelling settings: a Tibet-inspired solo outside the Asian galleries, a 
work with harpsichord and Baroque music in the Armor Court, a Renaissance-style 
dance in the indoor Garden Court, and a piece in gaUery 233 inspired by the poses of 
the Rodin bronzes there. Musicians will lead the audience from site to site like "Pied 
Pipers." Performers include: David Fisher, Ohio Ballet music director; Richard 
Dickinson, Ohio Ballet ballet master; Ohio Ballet dancers Stephani Achuff, Xochitl 
Tejeda de Cerda, and David Shimotakahara (who recently played the fiddler in 
Cleveland Opera’s "Fiddler on the Roof'); and Cleveland Ballet dancer Glenn Therchow. 

New Steps mission: support dancers from northeast Ohio’s two major ballet 
companies who want to choreograph; provide public forums for their new works and 
assist them with opportunities to learn about choreographic craft; and develop and 
broaden dance’s audience in the region. Since its founding in 1989, twelve 

choreographers have participated, creating twenty fully produced world premieres.
